GIGANTIC TIN MILL

Real Estate Purchased And All Con­ 
tracts Signed— W ill Employ 
700 Men. 


Steubenville. Sept. 2.—A deal was 
closed in this city Saturday night by 
D. J. Sinclair for the location of a 
big steel plant which, when comple­ 
ted. will be a valuable addition 
to 
Steubenville’s industries. All the real 
estate 
needed has been 
purchased, 
contracts signed and the erection of 
the buildings 
and grading 
of 
the 
grounds will commence immediately 
and be pushed through to completion 
as Rapidly as possible. 
The company which is to build the 
works is known as “The Pope Tin 
Plate company,” and is composed of 
Pittsburg parties who control an a1 
most unlimited amount of capital. The 
property purchased as a site for the 
new mills includes all of the Stokely 
property known as “The Grove,” the 
Matthew Nicholson property on which 
was located the old brick works and 
the old fair grounds. 
* 
The new plant is to cost half a mil­ 
lion dollars to start with, and will em­ 
ploy from 600 to 700 men as soon as 
It is placed in operation. 
Its location 
here is a great victory for those who 
labored so'earnestly to secure it. Many 
other cities offered the company free 
sights and bonuses such as Steuben­ 
ville would not offer, but Steubenville 
secured the prise, simply because it 
offered the best advantages as to lo­ 
cation. 
The first of the mills will be erected 
between the C. & P. railroad tracks 
and the W. L. E. railroad trestle. The 
next mill will be built west of the 
trestle and Third street. 
The LftBelle’s open 
hearth 
steel 
plant and tube mills, the Pope com- 
pany’s tin mills and other improve­ 
ments now in process of erection or 
contracted for will employ 
between 
2,000 and 2,500 men in the lower end 
of the city within the next 18 months. 
As there is not a dwelling house for 
rent in the city now, the problem of 
housing these new men and their fam­ 
ilies is becoming a serious one.

Women illustrators, although on a 
par with men in regard to the quality 
of the work produced, are still behind 
them in quantity. There are not many 
of them in the field, but the work of 
those that are is marked by much deli­ 
cacy and originality of thought.

ence S. Shinn, Charlotte Harding, Flor­ 
ence Carlyle. Fanny V. Cory aud Violet 
Oakley are only a very few of the 
women whose work is attracting favor­ 
able uotice. 
Among the leaders in this field is 
Miss Elizabeth Shippen Green of Phila­ 
delphia. Miss Green’s illustrations are 
seen in a number of the current maga­ 
zines, and her work is never mentioned 
by one conversant with such matters 
without a word of praise. 
Philadel­ 
phia. by the way, is par excellence the 
city of illustrators and contributes 
more than its fair share to the pages 
of the periodicals. Miss Green is best 
known as a delineator of child life. 
Most of the cuts for magazine illus­ 
trations are made by photo engraving, 
this modern process having tile merit 
of exactly reproducing the work of the 
artist. 
A collodion negative is first 
made of the drawing. If the latter be 
a wash drawing, or a picture in which 
there is a gradation of color, the half 
tone process is employed. 
A polished 
plate of metal is next coated over with 
the sensitive solution, the negative is 
placed upon it, and the exposure to 
light aud the subsequent mordant re­ 
produce the image upon the plate. To 
adequately describe the vrjrious proc­ 
esses employed would take % volume.

He returned home 
and remained there 
until 
January, 
18691 when he reenlisted as a recruit 
In Company A, One Hundred and Fif­ 
teenth Ohio regiment, remaining with 
that company until Its time expired 
and was mustered out of service. Next 
he was transferred to the One Hun­ 
dredth and Thirty-eighth 
Ohio, 
re 
maining with that regiment until the 
close of the war. 
He returned home after 
his 
dis­ 
charge and was married to Sarah W. 
Guthrie, .of Beaver county, Pa., 
re­ 
turning to Hancock county. 
They re­ 
sided there until J SSO 
*Wtren 
they 
moved to this city and have resided 
here since. 
He is survived by a wife 
and three children—John .E., of this 
city; L. B., of Pittsburg; Mrs. W ill­ 
iam Pitlinger, of this city; one broth­ 
er and two sisters, William Finley, of 
the East End, and Mrs. Samuel Alli­ 
son and Miss Rebecca Finley, of Ches­ 
ter.

Their town labors under th< 
disadvantage of having one name am 
their postoffice another. Such a con 
dition of things inevitably causes con 
fusion. 
A letter for a Chesterite ma> 
go chasing all over West Virginia be 
fore it reaches him, even if it dop> 
not miss him altogether. 
Three years ago S. F. Rose succeed­ 
ed in securing for the village, which 
was then called Mercer, W. Va., the 
postoffice, it being named after 
th* 
town. 
He was appointed postmaster 
and William Scadden, mail carrier, to 
deliver the mail to the postoffice from 
East Liverpool. 
These positions the\ 
still hold. 
When the mill was being 
erected 
the employes did not like the idea of 
having the mail delayed and signed a 
petition to have the name of the office 
changed to Chester, but there 
was 
never any action taken on the mat­ 
ter. The town having been incorpora­ 
ted under the name of Chester, resi­ 
dents think the name of the postoffice 
should be changed to correspond. Only 
two mails are received at Chester a 
day, but when the office was moved 
up to the center of town a report' was 
in circulation that there w’ould be as 
many mails daily as received at
